Three New Recreational pue 
In PB - Broward Area Provided 


» Citizens of Palm Beach and 


Broward Counties will soon 
have at least three new public 
recreation sites — for boating, 
fishing, hunting and picnicking 
— in and around State-owned 
water conservation areas. This 
js the result of action today by 
ihe Governing Board of the 
Central and Southern Florida 
@ Flood Control District. 

The Board, on recommenda- 
tion of Vice Chairman Robert 
R. Horner of Palm Beach, ap- 
proved three resolutions of the 
Palm Beach and Broward Coun- 
ties Recreational Development 
Committee. The recently-form- 
ed committee, which met Wed- 
nesday in Fort Lauderdale, is 
made up of leading citizens, 
sportsmen and governmental 
officials. 

Resolutions approved by the 
FCD were: 

1. To reinvest in future pub- 
lic recreational fadilities all 
money realized from recrea- 
tion site concessions. 

2. To recommend that Joseph 
Reese of Fort Lauderdale be 
@ permitted, as soon as possible, 
to open a concession on a tem- 
porary basis at the Hillsboro 
Canal and the East Coast Pro- 
tective Levee, near the Broward 
County line. 

3. To take steps to provide 
facilities for parking, fishing 
and boat launching along U. S. 
Highway 27 in Broward Coun- 
ty, about five miles north of 
Andytown; also to advertise for 
bids to get a concessionnaire to 
start boat rentals at this lo- 
cation on a temporary basis — 
within two weeks if possible.
